W. K. (Billy) Barrett told a State 
DAV protest committee yesterday 
that he already has approved for 
employment in his Department 56

Veterans Education Council which| 
was abolished by the last Legisla-_ 


ture. . 
Barrett said a cut in Federal, 


funds under his Department’s con-| 
tract with the Veterans Adminis- 
tration for the next fiscal year 
would make it impossible for him 
to hire more than 62 of the 90 
dismissed workers. 

With 56 of the 90 approved for 
62 jobs, there are only six remain- 
ing jobs to be filled, he pointed 
out, 

Defending his Department 
against charges of political firing, 
Barrett added that he would rec- 
ommend to the 1950 Legislature 
that all employees of the Veterans 
Service Department be placed un-| 
der the merit system. | 

He disputc. the contentions of 
the DAV protest committee, how- 


e er, that workers who were un- 
der the merit system in the old 
Veterans Education Council should 
be rehired under the merit sys- 
tem in the Veterans Service De- 
partment which took er the 
Council’s duties and powers. 

The DAV group, osteo of 
Past State Commander Paul Gins- 
berg, L. L. Hargrove, recently 
elected State Commander, and 
Grady Pittard, of Athens, based 
their arguments on a ruling by 
Atty. Gen. Eugene Cook. 

Barrett pointed out, however, 
that since the Veterans Education 
Council no longer exists, its em- 
plioyees given jobs in the Veterans 
Service Department could not be 
hired under the merit system be- 
cause the Department is not under 
the merit system. The Director 
also declared that it would not 
work for half of the employees of 
his Department to be under the 
merit system and half not under it. 

He explained that he abided by 
Cook’s ruling and kept the 90 em- 
ployes on under the merit system 
through this fiscal year because 
the old contract was made through 
the Veterans Education Council 
and he did not want to jeopardize 
the funds. 

Barrett was more openly critical | 
of Atty. Gen. Cook than he has 
yet been, declaring that Cook had 
injected politics into the question. 

“The Attorney General was in 
the same battalion with Ellis Ar- 
nall,” Barrett said. “He is a candi- 
date for Governor and he is more 
interested in veterans affairs after 
the war than he was during the 
war.” | 

Taking note of comment he: 
might be planning to run for At-! 
torney General, Barrett said that, 
“T am not a candidate for Attor- | | 
ney General and will not be in) 
the next primary. However, I do| 
think we need a new Aattroney 
General.” 

Another group, headed by Pans | 
Camarada, of the Athens VFW| 
Post: C. C. Hawen, of Athens Post! 
No. 27, American Legion, and Joe 
C. Chandler, representing Athens 
Amvets, were critical of the dis- 
missal of Dick Stephens from the 
Athens Veterans Service office 
and his replacement by Raymond 
Lester, whom they described as 
the leader of a Talmadge Club at 
the University of Georgia. 

Barrett denied Camarada’s 
charge that Lester was» given 
Stephens’ job to pay a political 
debt. But he gave no reason for 
Stephens’ dismissal other than that 
he wanted Lester in the job. | 

Hawken told Barrett that “after, 
six months we will know if poli-| 
tics has been injected into this 
picture,” and warned that the re- | 
sponsible person would “have his| 
throat cut from ear to ear’ eel 
litically. 

The DAV committee was not en- | 
tirely satisfied with Barrett’s ex- 
planation concerning the 90 dis-, 
missed employees, and at the close | 
of the meeting reached these con- 
clusions: 

1. The Director was sscsiineeal 
in assuming the merit system et 
not in force with regard to the 90' 
employees. 

2. In some cases “politics” enter: 
ec into the firing of the veterans. | 

3. The interests of the veterans | 
should be protected and no politics 
should enter the Veterans Service| 
Department. 

4. The dismissed veterans should 
be re-hired,: with due considera- 
tion to the budget, provided they 
are competent and efficient. and 
should not be replaced by inexperi- | 
enced men. 

5. The merit system should be 
in force in the Education Division 
of the Department. 

6. Special preference should be 
given to disabled veterans.

In fairness to Barfoot and Williams, it 
must be said that neither has joined any 
other political party nor has either sought 
publicity. Both are extremely critical of 
the press, the Republican and Democratic 
Parties and the administration in Georgia. 
Both believe there must be a realignment 
of parties or a new party to bring democ- 
racy to the South.

Mail Order Catalogs Would Be Better 


WASHINGTON—Sen. Flanders, Republican, of Vermont, shows an unrealistic conception of war 
in proposing, as he did recently, that the Unitea States pledge itself not to use the atomic bomb 
against another nation, except in case of attack with atomic weapons, either on us or one of our 
allies. He has offered a resolution to this end in Congress, basing it on what he calls high humani- 


tarian motives. 


It was not so long ago that the Vermont Sena- 


tor was urging that the United States bombard 
Russian territory with leaflets setting forth the 
advantages of our democratic® system of govern- 
ment. 


Both proposal are a bit on the seamy side. As 


between the two, the latter will appear to have 


the greater merit of sincerity in educating people 
in a way of life that we believe in. - Considering 
all of the excitement that was created a short time 
back by some of our embassy officials placing on 
display in countries behind the Iron Curtain a 
few copies of the latest Sears-Roebuck. catalogue, 
maybe it would be a good idea to bombard them 
with the heavy mail-order house volume. 


It might do some good in showing them the 
wealth of goods and services that are available 
here under our free enterprise system—pro- 
vided we didn’t bounce any of the bulky vol- 
umes off someone’s head. 


But the proposal to pledge ourselves not to use 
the atomic bomb, save in case of attack from simi- 
lar weapons, carries little or no merit beyond the 
thing of uncertain value about proclaiming our 
high humanitarian motives. The world knows this 
already. History shows that we are not a nation 
of warmongers with a lust to kill, unless provoked. 


Besides any pledge of the kind we might make 


under the stimulus of peace would be meaning- 


less, if and when the realities of war are thrust 
upon us. Regardless of any formal resolutions 
we might pass on the subject, our people would 
demand that we use the atomic bomb, if we 
became engaged in a war where thousands of 
men were being killed and its employment 
promised an early end to the conflict. 


That was the guiding motive behind our use of 
the bomb at Hiroshima and Nagasaki. The Japs 
were already licked, except for a final cleaning up 
process that would have involved laying down an 
invading force in their home islands. To have 
fought the war to a conclusion along conventional 
lines would have cost us and them thousands and 


perhaps hundreds of thousands of lives. We found 
it less costly to ourselves to drop two of these 


mighty new weapons by way of convincing them | 


that further resistance was futile. 


Sen. Flanders labors under the false impression 
that the atomic bomb is not properly a military 
device. 
shows that any weapon is a military device if it is 
capable of bringing victory to the side using it. 
The only reason poison gas was not used in the 
last war was the fear of retaliation. 


to reply in kind,. they undoubtedly would have 
sprayed us with the lethal substance early in the 
game. 


Modern warfare has become a far different 
thing from the armed conflicts as we knew them 
in the past. What is more unhumanitarian than 
the bombing of cities anf the slaughter of civilians, 
such as came in the late war? Nations engaged in 
war have everything to lose and hence they will 
resort to any extreme to win. 


The Flanders proposal would carry some 
weight if other countries besides ourselves had the 
A-bomb. Then we might seek to outlaw it in the 
same way we have poison gas. We have, in fact, 
offered to outlaw the bomb through a form of in- 
ternational contro] by which no nation would be 
allowed to produce the weapons. Until such an 
agreement is consummated it would seem unwise 
for us to make any further commitments. 

Former Prime Minister Winston Churchill, in 
his speech delivered at Boston last April, ventured 
the opinion that Russia would already have ove-:- 


run Western Europe, if we had not held the | 
A-bomb as a major shield against such aggression. 


It could well be as he says. 

So long as we have the bomb exclusively, with 
a good steckpile for possible use and without any 
pledges for not employing it, we will remain the 
world’s greatest influence for peace. Aggressor 
nations will think twice before throwing the world 
into another war. To commit ourselves not to use 
it, except in case of similar attack, might be to 
encourage warmongers to start other wars.

Bail on Murder Charge 


Editor Constitution: A woman in Grady Hos- 
pital gave birth to a baby. An old man lay a 
corpse in the home of his son, Leroy Mooney. 


Leroy Mooney had sat up all night long with 
his dying father and the corpse. He had made 
a trip to the hospital and had glimpsed his wife 
in the throes of childbirth. 


Weary from laborious toil in Atlanta Stove 
Works, Leroy Mooney, tired, hurt and disillu- 
sioned, dropped into the Empire Theater and 
there went to sleep. From long hours of watch- 
ing and waiting for. the Grim Reaper that took 
his father and from the excitement and fearful 
expectation of waiting for the birth of his only 
son and heir, his physical condition was so weak- 
ened that his sleep was deep. The show ended 
and the usher tapped him lightly on the shoul- 
der and could not rouse him. The usher called 
the police and they came armed and, according 
to witnesses heard by the Grand Jury, grabbed 
Mooney by the neck, beat his head against the 
seat, hit him with a blackjack seven times, 


beat his head until he suffered hemorrhages of 
the brain. 

Fifteen witnesses witnessed this deplorable 
tragedy perpetrated by those who are sworn to 
uphold the law and keep peace. e 

The Solicitor General, charged with the duty 
to maintain the dignity of the law, has fallen into 
the clutches of city politicians and has implored 
the court to forget the statute and amicably 
agreed to let this indicted man free on a $5,000 
bond. 

This is a disgrace to the judicial system of 
this State and constitutes the granting of a pre- 
rogative to police to violate the law which they 
have sworn to uphold. 

Two days after the death, a woman, the wife 
of the dead man, appéared in my office. Nothing 
had been said about it and no report had been 
made of it. 

My office made an investigation. I reported 
this matter to the Grand Jury and the Grand 
Jury returned a bill of murder. 

Murder is “the unlawful killing of a human 
being, in the peace of the State, by a person 
of sound memory and discretion, with malice 
aforethought, either express or implied. Malice 
shall be implied where no considerable provo- 
cation shall be implied and where all circum- 
stances show abandoned and malignant heart. 
Express malice is that deliberate intent to kill.” 
These are the words of the law. 

Mooney was unarmed. Mooney fought fer 


| the rights of freedom and his personal security. 
| He was a veteran of World War II. 


Mooney is dead and the man indicted for his 
death roams at large in spite of the statute 
which provides that no bail shall be allowed for 
the highest of all crimes, murder.

Roots of Our 
Jury System 


Henry II, of England, was the 
first of a new line of kings, but he 
had much in common with his 
mother’s race. He was a French- 
man in his sympathies, but too 
much the lawyer and statesman 
not to enter with zest into the 
task of administration in England. 
The work he did was finally to 
crush the anarchical elements in 
English feudalism. His method 
was centralization, and he took 
the people into his alliance. His 
ideal was not above those of his 
day, and was circumscribed by 
the outlook of feudalism, but his 
vigor wrought to a better end than 
he dreamed. ... The development 
of the administrative and judicial 
system on the lines laid down by 
Henry I went on apace. Origin- 
ally the term “Curio Regis” was 
used to denote two different 
things. It described the Com- 
'mune Concilium, the whole assem- 
bly of tenants-in-chief, which in a 
limited sense replaced the old Eng- 
lish ‘‘Witan,” or meeting of* wise 
men, as general advisers to the’ 
King. It described too the min- 
isters who administered the royal 
finance and justice. In the for- 
mer aspect it became the Ex- 
chequer, and as a special trained 
class was told off to do its work, 
the Exchequer even under the 
first Henry divided itself off from 
the Curia proper. The methods by 
which the King’s accounts were 
kept—notches in slips of wood— 
bring home to us the primitive na- 
‘ture of twelfth-century civiliza- 
‘tion. The name Curia Regis was 
gradually limited to the body 
‘which administered royal justice. 
The greater part of its activity 
was spent in the Shire courts, for 
Henry II made the system of itin- 
erant justices, or justices in Eyre. 
which his grandfather had con- 
ceived, a regular institution. The 
hundred courts sank into insignif- 
icance, for the private feudal 
courts usurped their functions, but 
royal justice practically took pos- 
session of the Shire courts, Henry 
secured this in two ways. The In- 
quest of Sheriffs in 1170 resulted 
in a wholesale removal of the 
sheriffs, who were largely local 
magnates, and in so far had feudal-

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_. Women's Groups 
Trend to Right -

If women are not informed members of 
society, it is not the fault of women’s organizations that 
abound in America. They undertake to dissect and discuss 
every issue on the national scene and abroad, in countless 


meetings devoted to the pursuit of knowledge. 

It has gradually come to the attention of pressure groups that 
women’s organizations are conservative. Contrary to the billing of 
the feminine sex as emotional and overly sympathetic, the women’s 
clubs are proving daily that they are sternly rockbound in their the- 
ories of Americanism, and would sidestep too much security any 
day to avoid a “Socialistic” trend. 

The National Association of Manufacturers considers women’s 
groups of enough importance to offer programs or speakers when- 


ever they are invited, and they find women responding wholeheart- 


edly to their clarion call for protection of private enterprise from 
tendencies toward statism. 

Of course there are some ultra-liberal groups of women, but 
resolutions that come to light from most of them, point a clear 
path to the right. 

Mrs. Hiram Houghton, of Red Oak, lowa, who will be the next 
unopposed president of the General Federation of Women’s Clubs, 
said in Georgia this week that she considered the best work done at 
the Federation’s recent convention in Jacksonville the repudiation 
of “socialized medicine” in the name of 5,000,000 members who are 
potential voters. 

“I think we have a far greater danger of drifting into socialism 
at home, with our Government assessing 25 percent of our income 
for its myriad of ‘protective’ agencies, than we have from Com- 
munism from without,” she said. 

Mrs. Houghton, who is an articulate leader, keynoted the Geor- 
gia Federation’s Institute this week at Tallulah Falls School, and 
could be credited, I think, with stating the general position of the 
mature woman who is a club member today. 

She suggested that women must do better than ever their daily 
tasks in the home, and at the same time, help settle “angry differ- 
ences of the world.” 

“The American home,” she said, “should be economically sound, 
physically beautiful, socially responsible, mentally stimulating and 
spiritually singing.” 

She talked about schools: “We must take politics out of them, 
pay teachers more, care more about their standards.” 

Of church: “Families must go to church together, as a group. 
We must have deep roots in the belief of the universality of the 
Fatherhood of God.” 

Of the United Nations: ‘We must strengthen it, as the first step, 
the common denominator in world government, which must come.” 

Of citizenship: ““Women have political sleeping sickness, as Fan- 
nie Hurst said. We must work for women, not against them, Let us 
begin by participating on the precinct level, and making our vote 
count. Get the postcard habit. Think, discuss, act, let Senators and 
Congressmen know what we think.” 

Of international affairs: Ratify the North Atlantic Pact and give 
it armament. And no cut in the appropriation for the Marshall Plan. 

There is no doubt of the influence of such directive thinking. 
There is power in organized women, as many leaders have 
learned.

NEW YORK—(NANA)—There are 18,121 assorted sat- 
isfactions to be found in child rearing and a mere 7,654 
headaches, according to researchers and statisticians at 
the Horace Mann-Lincoln Institute of School Experimenta- 
tion at Columbia University’s Teachers College. 


A three-year survey of 544 
families, both town and country, 
with 1,137 children in their care, 
revealed a 2.5-to-1 ratio for the 
pleasures as against the pains 
of parenthood. The full findings 
were released yesterday with 
publication of “Joys and Prob- 
lems of Child Rearing” by Ar- 
thur T. Jersild, Ella S. Wood- 
yard and Charlotte Fehlmann in 
collaboration with Ernest G. Os- 
borne and Robert C. Challman. 

If parents were to take to 
heart the articles and books on 
the complexities of parenthood, 
the researchers said, the birth 
of each new child would be the 
occasion for condolences rather 
than congratulations. But the 
testimony from folklore and folk- 
ways Is more optimistic. “‘Deeply 
rooted in our culture is the no- 
tion that children are rather en- 
joyable creatures,” it said. 

The nicest thing about having 
children, according to the re- 
search, is watching their person- 
alities unfold. The greatest pleas- 
ure is in their companionship. 
Different parents, naturally, 
found joy in different things. A 
great many mothers were happy 
to see their own traits and man- 
nerisms reflected in their off- 
spring.

isfaction, parents agreed, prov- 
ing it isn’t only the youngsters 
who need to know they are 
loved. Many parents indicated 
that their own confidence was 
bolstered each time they success- 
fully met a problem in child- 
rearing. 

Being parents, it was agreed, 
required adults to pay attention 
to current events—in order that 
they might answer endless ques- 
tions—and be more alert in pro- 
grams of self-improvement. 

Despite the rosy indications of 
the survey, however, the re- 
searchers were not emphatic 
about the meanings of the find- 
ings. Most of the families inter- 
viewed, they admitted, were 
city-dwelling white families of

Millions of women still groan 
daily as they wrap the double 
folded length of heavy silk bro- 
cade, two feet wide and 11 feet 
long, about their waists and 
haul it breathlessly tight. 

But the tightness of the obi 
isn't its most agonizing feature. 
Hidden under the beautiful 
silken bow and grating against 
the victim’s backbone is a piece 
of steel about the size of a large 
shoehorn.

Richardson and Gordon were the keystone combination of the 
great 1937 Newark ball club which-won the International League 
pennant by something like 25 games. This team, boasting such 
future major league greats’ as Spud Chandler,- Charlie Keller, 
Tommy Holmes, George McQuinn, Atley Donald, Buddy Rosar and 


Marius Russo, has been tagged as the only “major league” team | 


to ever win a minor league pennant. | 
Gordon was a rookie then, playing only his second year 

in baseball and his first as a second baseman. The previous 

season he had been a shortstop for Oakland in the Pacific 

Coast League. 

In the Sport article, Gordon gives Richardson a lot of 
credit for helping him develop into a second baseman. 

“Until I played with Richardson,” he says, “I always wondered 
what they meant when they said a fellow was a play-maker. He 
showed me by the way he fitted his play to mine and the way he 
made every maneuver a team operation. He taught me how to 
shift for hitters with the pitch, how to shorten my position in 
double-play situations and a million other things.” 

“T sure appreciate what Joe said,” Ricnardson re-

tually knocked in, “but he’s one guy who didn’t need much help. 
“In fact, I have never seen anybody catch on to every- 
thing so quickly. We opened that season with Rochester. 
I had been in the league for several years and knew most of 
their hitters and made a few suggestions to Joe on how to 
play from the first time through the lineup. 


“When they starved around again, I looked over to second to 
make the same suggestions. But Gordon had already adjusted 
his position to play the individual. He had learned by just being 
told once.” ; 

Nolan then commented on Gordon’s ability to make double 
plays. 

“He could make ’em any way,” he said. “Since he had never 
played second base, he was a littie inexperienced at first on keep- 
ing out of the base runner’s way. But he caught on to that in a 
hurry, too.” 


Although Joe was just a rookie that year; he pos- 
No Nerv es sessed none of the usual nervousness of a young- 
ster trying to make good, Richardson recalled. 

“He was like ice water,’ Nolan said. “When our pitcher would 
get in trouble, I used to‘call time and walk over to the mound. I 
would lean down and pick up a pebble or something and throw it 
over my head at Gordon. You Know, just a little horse-play to re- 
lieve tension. Well, Joe couldn’t figure out who was throwing at 


him for a game or two. Then one day as I leaned over, a rock from | 


Gordon hit right in the dirt in front of me. I looked at Joe, who 
Was grinning shyly. 

Richardson gave up baseball several years ago. He worked 
for a while in an Atlanta department store and then joined 
Hutch Hodgson in a clothing business located only a few 
yards off Georgia’s campus, where he got his start in base- 
ball. 

He still looks as if he could play a Sunday double-header in 
New Orleans, even if a little gray is creeping out from under his hat. 
“No thanks,” he laughed, “I’ll stick to golf from here on. They 
don’t keep any batting averages in this league.”

Obviously this hand belongs in 
game and it is more than likely 
that the game will be no trump. 
With two major tenaces North 
should strive to be declarer and 
the proper response should have 
been two no trump forcing to 
game and describing a hand that 
is equivalent to an opening bid, 
13 to 15 points. With North as 
declarer no opening and no 
amount of ineptitude could have | 
stood in the way of the North | 
and South path to game. | 

South’s rebid of one no trump | 
is optional though most modern | 
players prefer to rebid one | 
Spade on this type of holding. | 
South could have handled the 
cards with greater astuteness. 
Playing low from dummy on 
the opening lead is sound tech- 
nique. It throws the lead into 
the East hand and places the 
burden of findin the best de- 
fensé on the enemy’s shoulders.
